Reno, July 4.—John Arthur Johnegon, 
a Texas negro, the son of an American 


slavé, tonight is the undisputed heavy- 


weight champion of the world. 
James J. Jeffries, of California; win- 
ner of twenty-two championship fights, 


the man who never before was brought: 


to his knees by a blow, tonight passed 
into history as a breken ido). 
utter defeat at the hands of the black 
champion. 

While Jeffries was not 
counted out, he was saved only from 
this crowning humiliation by = his 
friends pleading with Johnson not to 
hit the fallen man again, and the towel 
was brought into the ring from his 
cerner. At the end of the fifteenth 
round Referee Tex Rickard raised 
black arm and the great crowd filed 
out, glum and silent, 

Jeffries Badiy Punished. 

Jeffries was dragged to his corner, 
bleeding from nose and mouth and a 
dozen cuts on the face. He had a black 
closed eye and swoller features, and 
he held his head in his hands, dazed 
and incoherent. 

Johnson walked out of 
without a mark on his body, except a 
slight cut on his lip, which was the 
opening of a wound received in tfain- 
ing. 

Ring experts agree that it was not 
even a championship fight. Jeffries 
had a chance in the second roufid; per- 
haps, but after the sixth tt was plain 
that he was weakened and outclassed 
in every point, and after the eleventh 
round it was hopeless, 

It was-the greatest demonstration 
the ring has ever seen of the failure of 
a fighter “to come back” after years 
of retirement. The youth and science 
of the black man made Jeffries . look 
like a green man. ‘The great Jeffries 
was like a log. The reviled Johnson 
was like a black panther, in his alert- 
ness and defensive tactics. 

Jeffries fought by instinct, 
ed, showing his gameness and his 
great fighting heart in every round; 
but he was only the shell of his old 
self. The old power to take a terri- 
ble beating and bore in until he land- 
ed the Knock-out blow was gone. 

Treated Jeffries as a Joke. 

After the third round Johnson treat- 
ed his opponent almost as a joke, He 
smiled and blocked playfully, war-l- 
ing off the bear-like rushes of Jef- 
fries with a marvelous science, how 
tucking a blow under his arm. agato 
plucking it out gf the air as a man 
stops a baseball. 

Out of the sea of opinions ahd ar- 
guments that bobbed up in the fight 
and made it the talk of the world, 
these pinnacles of fact have been cast 
up: 

The fight was on the square. Of 
that, there was no doubt: after the first 
round.

The end was swift

holding himself under cover all the 
rest cf the time, and now that he hal 
measured Jeffries in all his weakness. 
he had determined to stop it quickly 

Jeffries had lost tlhe power of de- 
fense. “GBA series of right and left 
uppercuts, delivered at will, sent him 
Staggering to the ropes. He turne! 
and fought back by instinct, as though 
he was dying hard. 

Jeffries’ Punch Had No Pewer. 

With the exception of a few fast 
rounds, the fight Was tame. Jeffries 
did not have the power in his punch 
to hurt Jchnson after he had received 
biow after b'ow on the jaw. and hi 
vital power was ebbing Jéffries 
could not reach, the black. The blows. 
almcst all of them, landed with all the 
speed taken out of them. It was like 
hitting a punching bag. 

The Jeffries crouch was in evidence 
at times, but during most of the figh*. 
Jeffries fcught standing straight am! 
working with something of his ol! 
aggressiveness. 

The fifteenth round started with a 
cline, after Jeffries had failed to lang 
on the body. Johnson then tore loose 
and before the spectators were pre- 
pared for the finish, he had sent Jef. 
fries down with lightning-like left and 
right blows to the jaw, Jeffries reeled 
and fell half way through the rope 
on the west side of the ring. Those

A woman living in the .same neigh- 
borhood with Johnson's mother, had 
so much faith :in the ' belle® of the 
fighter’s mother. that she mortgaged 
her household furniture and staked it 
on Johnson. } 

Tine Johnson is as game as her 
fighting son. At a place where she 
heard the returns today, she was the 
eoolest of the many present.

POLICE PREVENT 
CLASH OF RACES 


Riot Rumors Cause Ex- 


citement Here. 


Large Number of People Gath- 
ered at ‘Five Points” Upon 
Hearing. the Reports---Mount- 
ed Officers Took Steps to Dis- 


perse the Crowd. 


But for the prompt and vigorous ac- 
tion of the police, acting under the 
personal direction of Chief Jennings, 
Atlanta was probably saved from a 
serious race riot last night, when a 
crowd of geveral thousand excited men 
gathered at “Five Points.” 

A rumar had spread that a negro 
with a dyawn dirk had offered to fight 
any number of white men, and before 
that report had been abroad two min- 
utes it had exaggerated into the story 
that the negro had drawn a white 
man’s blood. Just as this report was 
taking wing, a policeman was carrying 
to a signal béx at Marietta and Peach- 
tree streets @ young man on a charge 
of drunkenness, and about this point 
the crowd gathered. Others walked up, 
and soon the: corner was a mass of 
nervous. humanity. 

Mounted Men os Hand. 

Unable to handle the crowd, one of 
the traffic patrolmen sent in a call for 
the mounted reserves from headquar- 
ters, and, headed by Chief Jennings and 
augmented by plain-clothes men, the 
officers pushed their way through the 
gathering and began to disperse it. 
The movrnted poi.cemen rode their 
chargers upon the sidewalks te scat- 
ter the crowd of men that jammed it. 

Seven young white men were placed 
under arrest, because they Were said 
to have given trouble when thé. police 
attempted to make them move out 
from the corner. They are C. E. Hulme, 
CC, W. Norton, G. C. Jossey, Pierce Phil- 
lips, J. N. Pinton, R, L. Cooper and C. 
L. Couch. They were held in the po- 
lice station overnight without priv- 
ilege of bail. 

After the erowd had scattered, peo- 
ple were asking each other what had 
started the trouble, and no one seemed 
to Know, only that, in a general way, 
the Jeffries-Jonnson fight was’ respon- 
sible, because the negro came out the 
victor. Hysterical rumors of a serious 
riot, following the ineident at Five 
Points, could be heard on almost every 
street corner. 

By such a show of vigilance and de- 
termination, the police undoubtedly 
saved My gytacm from serious trouble. 


essasaa LOSS BY PIRE. 


Bloomsburg, Pa., July £—A fire 
which did damage amounting to ap- 
proximately $300,000 destroyed sixty 
bulldings, made thirty families home- 
less and wiped out the business and 
residential section of Benfon.

Reno, Nev., July 4.—(Special.)—To- 

day «we saw a tragedy. A tremen- 

dous, crushing, anti- -climax had hap- 
pened and we are dazed. 

Some 15,000 of us went out and 
broiled ourselves in the sun to see a 
great prize fight, and while it was 
great from the point of a spectacle and 
from the courage displayed, it was in 
reality no fight at all. It wus a piti- 
ful, pitiful tragedy. 

Jeffries Empty of Youth’s Vigor. 

Time had outwitted the keenest of 
us and instead of the Jeffries we had 
known and had conve tethime was 
among us, we saw but the shell of a 
man, fair to the eyé and awe-inspiring 
in his shape, to be sure, but empty of 
youth's vigor. 

The spark had died. The years had 
done their work. No fierceness of will, 
no giant determination could fan it to 
a flame again. And so he lost. 

Time had cunningly hidden her work, 
and no man was gifted with the sight 
to see the cold ashes that lay where 
once a flame had flickered. It was a 
cruel lesson, marking as it did the in- 
evitable march of years and age and 
tre waste of a gcd-like heritage. 

While in actual point of days there 
was little difference in the two, the 
negro nad maintained his youth 
through a life of exercise and physical 
care, while the white man had grown 
heavy in idleness. 

It is doubtful tf even in his best 
Gays Jeffries could have won, for the 
African through all the combat showed 
a marvelous speed and aggressiveness 
that only occasional moments in his 
previous fight had hinted at. 

Ne Yellow Streak in Johnson. 

He demonstrated further that his 
race has acquired full stature as men. 
Whether they will ever breed brains to 
match his muscles ig yet to be proven. 
But his neart, his yellow streak of 
which so much had beén sald, it was 
not there. He-fought carefully, fear- 

intelligently. He outpointed, 
ght, he outlasted his opponent. 

There ‘remaing no living man to dis- 

e his title as the world’s champion. 
And there seems little likelihood that 
tt \will ever be taken from him. If 
such a thing should. come to pass, it 
will be because time has robbed him 
of that fierce and blazing energy that 
lurks deep in his being as Jeff was 
robbed, in the night. 

The hour had struck. We were wait- 
ing at the ringside. The long days of 
preparation had crawled past and we 
men who had been chosen as the eyes 
tr.rough which the world was to see 
this spectacle, hed grouped ourselves 
about a wooden platform, while behind 
us stretched a sea of naked seats. We 
were ther2, each in his own feeble way, 
to record a fragmentary impression of 
that swiftly moving stereopticon in 
order that the whole might form a 
composite picture. .He had come early, 
for the prologue was about to be 
spoken and we did not wish to miss a 
line. 

All Werld Seemed to Be There. 

To us, who had been for days in 
Reno's maelstrom, it seemed that all 
the world must have gathered, while 
from the sky above the sun was gliar- 
ing n in fierce inquisitiveness, as 
if the heavens themselves had center- 
ed their gaze upon the scene. 

The multitude came close upon our 
heels, pouring in through the four 
tunnel-like entrances to the huge 
eight-sided arena until the hollow 
floors began to thunder, a few at 
first. then more and morg, until it re- 
minded one of a pent-up mecuntain 
stream emptying itself into a pool, 
there to boil and eddy and surg? 
about until! it finally settled. But the 
tumult was unceasing, a great clamor 
filled the alr. Men shouted greetings, 
bets were offered and taken, the rum- 
bling murmur of voices grew irp a 
tremendous @irring monotone My

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Middletown, Ohio, July 4—WNine- 
teen persons were killed outright, three 
probably fatally hurt, and halr a dozen 
were seriously injured in a head-on 
collision between a freight and pas- 


sepger train on the Cincinnati, Ham- 


ilton and Dayton railroad here to- 
day. Of the Ke, 18 were passengers, 
the other victim being a member of 
the passenger train crew. 
Twentieth Century Limited. 

The trains were the Cincinnati sec- 
tion of the Twentieth Century Limited 
on the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and 8t. Louls railroad, Big Four, and 
the second section of a freight train 
on the Cincinnati, Hamilten and Day-~ 
ton railway. 

The latter was attempting to make 
a siding to give the passenger train @ 
clear track, when the flyer, traveling at 
a rate of 50 miles an hour, flashed 
around a curve and crashed into it. 

The “Big Four’ train had been de- 
toured to avoid a blocked track on 
that road at Genoa, a few miles south 
of here, caused by a freight wreck 
earlier in the day. In addition to its 
regular crew it carried a pilot engineer 
of the Chicago, Hamilton and Dayton 
road, who was practically in charge 
of the train. 

Misunderstanding of Orders.

Before his train had cleared 
Switch points the passenger’ train 
rounded a.curve, screened by the 
thickly wooded lots on each side of 
the track. The engine crews had time 
to jump and all escaped serious injury. 

Crash of Trains Terrific. 

The crash: when the trains met was 
teprific. The freight train was made 
up of gondola coal cars, flat cars and 
box cars loaded with lumber. 

Directly behind the passenger loco- 
motivecand the tender was a combi- 
nation baggage and smoking car, fol- 
lowed by a day coach and a chalr car. 
All the dead and injured were in the 
first two cars, there being six pas- 
Sengers in the smoker and twenty- 
one in the day coach. 

The engines locked into a mass of 

ashed steel and iron, the heavy pas- 
paaper locomotive telescoping its 
smaller fellow as far as the oab. 
First, in the freight train, were a 
steel coal car and a box car loaded 
With 6-inch timbers. 

The heavy gondola ripped the floor 
out of the combination car and tossed 
it and the locomotive tender down a 
10-foot embankment and into @ corn 
field. 


the 


Coach Split tn Twain. 

The timbers in the car following 
were driven with terrific force into 
the day coach, which mounted the 
gondola car and split itt in twain. 

tvery seat in this coach was torn 
from its fastenings, the roof was 
thrown to one side and the heavy 
weight of massive timbers, hurled with 
awful foree, struck among the men and 
women in the coach. Even before the 
. crash came rescuers were running to 
‘ the wreck from the Middletown sta- 
tion of the Chicago, Hamilton and Day- 
ton, some 300 yards south of the acci- 
dent. Every surgeon in town was sum- 
moned and calls for assistance were 
sent to Dayton and Hamilton. 

Relief trains were made up at each 
of these places and the injured were 
placed upon them and sent to hospi- 
tals in those cities, there being no such 
institution in Middletown. 

Coroner J. A. Burnett was sum- 
moned from Hamilton and itmmedi- 
ately began an inquiry into the cause 
of the wreck. 

It is likely that in addition to the 
coroner’s inquest an investigation of 
the disaster will be made by the state 
railroad commission. 

It was necessary to stretch ropes 
about the place to Keep the crowds far 
enough back so that the wrecking 
erews could get at the twisted masses 
of wood and iron. 

All the Dead Found. 

Until a comparatively late hour to- 
night it was reported that two more 
bodies were under the wreckage. Ef 
forts to locate them proved fruitless, 
and, after several hours’ work by the 
light of flaring torches, the wreckers 
were ready to sey’ with certainty that 
all the dead had been found. Vernon 
Wallace, fireman of the freight train. 
declared immediately after the wreck 
that the passenger train was running 
‘ahead of schedule. 

“We had seven minutes to make the 
siding when we left the Middletown 
yards just. below the city,” he said. 
“That must have given us fully five 
minutes’ margin as. we passed the 
station. Yet we hardly cleared the 
depot with our rear flags when the 
flyer came around the curve. I yelled 
to the engineer and jumped, and he 
did the same," 

Wald, the pilot engineer, is said to 
have declared’ that he was strictly on 
echedule, and to have expressed the 
belfef that the freight train crew had 
miscalculated the time necessary to 
reach the siding.

IN AMERICAN PRIZE RING ANNALS 


Reno, Nev., July 4—Twenty thou- 
gand persons, banked tier on tier, 
Stared for a heart's beat time at a 
heaving white figure prostrate on a 
square of. pink canvas this afternoon 
and tried to realize that what may be 
the last chapter in American prize 
ring annals had been written before 


them. 

The big man whose bulk sagged 
below the white rope over which he 
lay was James J. Jeffries. And over 
him, smiling, alert, his smooth black 
body glistening in the brilliant desert 
sunshine, stood John A. Johnson, the 
new king of the ring. 

No ring contest ever drew such an 
attendance and never before was 50 
gany thousands of dollars fought for 
or paid by the sport-loving public to 
see a fight. ‘ 

The men, and for that matter, the 
500 or more women scattered through 
that vast audience, are tonight dis- 
persing east and west and north and 
south. Many of them journeyed thou- 
sands of miles to Reno; many have 
gone hungry and many without beds, 
but the picture they saw this after- 
noon was worth it. 

It was the greatest collection of men 
of the prize ring and those associated 
with the sport, of sporting writers and 
other writers whose names are known 
in fiction, politics and travel, that has 
ever been draw together in this coun- 
try, except at a national political con- 
vention. -From noon until the curtain 
went down on this battle of the Fourth 
of July thousands of persons sweltered 
and baked under the direct raye of a 
July sun to see the trial of skill, 
strength and endurance promiged for 
combat of the two recognized of the 
peers of the prize ring. And when, 


after fifty-nine minutes of concen- 
trated and intense interest, the thing 
they had looked forward to for over a 
year, came to pass, something between 
a sigh and a groan went up to the blue 
sky, but there was little complaint. 

These keen sporting men from every 
corner of the world realized that they 
had seen a great and game man die 
and that a past master of ring science 
wore the championship belt. They had 
their money’s worth. All questions | 
were answered and now for the quiet 
walks of the daily life aga'tn. 

Through the 15 rounds there was 
little cheering. And when the end 
came and Jeffries dropped dazed and 
inert, a church-like stillness fell over 
the multitude. Men stood on their hot 
pine benches, their faces tense and 
drawn, waiting for the fight to be re- 
sumed. 

Not even when Sam Berger, Jeffries’ 
manager, accompanied by the big fel- 
low’s seconds and a number of vigilant 
‘newspaper men, jumped through the 
ropes and surrounded the prostrate 
fighter, did the watching crowd indi- 
cate by word or action that the bat- 
tle was over. No heed was paid the 
victor, except by his friends at the 
ringside—the eyes of the onlookers 
remained on Jeffries. 

Realization finally came when after 
a long interva| Jeffries was fanned 
and rubbed into consciousness and as- 
sist to his feet and led away. 

Forty-five minutes later the first spe- 
cial train pulled out westward 

When the day. coach specials were 
drawn up at the platform, and as fast 
as the seats were filled, started east 
and west and throughout the night, 
at whatever hours the dispatchers could

Still Dazed From His Beating, 
Jeffries Returns to His Camp 
and Is Comforted by Weep- 
ing Wife and His Many 
Friends. 


Training Camp, July 4.— 
Jeffries, the pugilist, left the camp 
early this morning. Jim Jetfries, 
farmer, returned. He will never enter 
the ring again. That was settled once 
and forall today. 

The big man, with the bruised face 
and downcast spirit, was carried 
swiftly back from the ringside to the 
cottage where the last days’ of his 


training were carried through. 
Still Dazed. 

He was still dazed and shaking 
when he climbed from the machine. He 
knew that he had Ween beaten, but of 
the way in which his defeat was ac- 
complished he had no idea. 

The story of the blows that sent him 
stumbling over the ropes a beaten 
man, brought the blood bubbling from 
his lips as he sat stupefied, unable to 
locate his advisers in the glare of the 
sun, was told to him by Jim Corbett. 
Jeffries knew nothing beyond the fact 
that he was beaten, that the object 
for which he abandoned his qulet life, 
the. defeat of Jack Johnson, had not 
been accomplished. 

Jeff'a Wife Weeping. 

Mrs. Jeffries arrived at the camp 
half an hour before the car from 
the ringside appeared. She was weep- 
ing, but endeavored to restrain her 
sobs. When Jeffries’ car stopped in 
front of the cottage sfle rushed out to 
him and together they passed from 
sight through the door. 

There were few to witness the re- 
turn of the vanquished fighter. Two or 
three automobiles stood in the road, 
where fifty had been crowded in the 
morning. Jeffries’ personal friends 
were there eager to do something to 
aid him, but unable to find words. Jef- 
fries stepped from the house a few 
moments after he entered it, and went 
to the rubbing room. 

He walked a little unsteadily, and 
seemed a bit dazed. His trainers 4ac- 
companied him, and after a bath he 
was rubbed down, and partook of a 
glass or two of wine. It was then he 
made his first statement after leaving 
the ring, and he said he was sorry for 
his friends. 

His Face Puffed. 

Jeffries’ face was puffed from the 
blows, but the flow of blood had been 
stopped. His right eye, to the blind- 
ing of which hig trainers attribute his 
defeat in so few rounds, was swollen 
almost shut, but not injured seriously. 

According to Dr. Porter, Jeffries’ 
physician, his injuries are not worthy 
of note. .He suffered. far more damage 
in previous fights, the doctor said, 
notably that with Fitzsimmons, when 
his face was almost unrecognizable.

RACE OUTBREAKS 
AT CHATTANOOC 


Many Clashes Between 
Whites and Blacks. 


|Militiamen From Mississippi in 


the City Formed for Attack 


on Jail to Get Negroes---One 
Soldier Was Seriously Cut by 
a Negro. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 4-—This 
city was the scene of wild excitement 
tonight following the announcement of 
the result of the Jeffries-Johnson 
fight. The city is filled up with sol- 
diers, mainly from Mississippi, and 
they were bent on riot. Clashes be- 
tween blacks and white were numer- 
ous. 

The first was on Market street, 4 
main business thoroughfare, which 
was crowded. A negro thrust a copy of 
@ special edition of an afternoon paper 
under the nose of a Mississipp! militia 


man. He promptly knocked the negro) 


down. The black sprang to. his feet 
and ran. A bystander whipped out a 
pistol and fired, the bullet striking an 
automobile behind which the negro 
had taken refuge. Two ladies in the 
automobile had a narrow escape. 

Arrests followed, and the Mississippi 
men began forming for an attack on 
the city jail. This was broken up by 
the police. 

Half an hour later, on the same 
street, J. T. Bullen, private of the 
Third Mississipp! infantry, of Fayette, 
Miss., was seriously cut by a negro, 
who slashed him across the face and 
breast with a razor. Harris was saved 
from a mob by the police. 

Reports of riots of more or less seri- 
ous character were reported from al! 
sections of the city. 

In South Chattanooga, during a 
general disturbance, an unknown ne- 


| gro was shot and fatally wounded by 


a policeman. 

A large hall in this city where the 
returns were taken exclusively for ne- 
groes was filled to capacity, and when 
Johnson's victory was flashed over the 
wires the negroes emerged from the 
building exulting over the success of 
the black champion. “Many of those 
assumed an insulting attitude toward 
white pedestrians, and many encoun- 
ters resulted. A number of militia men 
banded together and raided the most 
thickly-settled negro section, and a 
large number of. police had to be call- 
ed out to quell the outbreak. 

The prize fight ts generally deplored 
here, as dangerous race antagonies 
have been stirred up and serious trouble 
is feared. Ambulances and  »patro! 
wagons are going in all directions.

fight, no fatalities have occurred. 

Nearly every hour during the night 
has brought a new rumor of a negro 
killed in some quarter of the city, but 
the reports are all exaggerated.

Cultivating to Save Moisture. 
In dry seasons grass and weeds 
cease to be the important consideration, 
und then cultivating such .manner as 
will best save the +.4! moisture, with- 
out injury to the grc\wing plant roots, 


is the object which shculd be aimed at. ete 
As stated, root cutting or pruning by | # ter 
ithe awful 


deep cultivation, especially after the 
plants are above a foot high, is very 
injurious to the crop, in dry weather. 
To prevent the loss of moisture by 
evaporation from the surface of the 
soil, a mulch of some sort Is necessary. 
On small patches a layer of straw, or 
other fine matter of a similar nature, 
has been found the most satisfactory 
means of retaining the soil moisture. It 
is not practicable to obtain such a 
mulch for corn fields; 
fact the’ lesson was drawn which has 
led to the dust mulch, or soil mulch. 
This is simply a ‘layer of 2 or 3 inches 
of loose, fine soil on the surface. Ex- 
level cultivation 
about 3 inches deep best prevents the 
loss of moisture from the soil by evap 
oration; but this depth of cultivation 
probably does enough greater injury 
to the corn roots than say 1% or 2-inch 
cultivation, to more than balance the 
good done by the greater amount of 
inoisture saved by 3-inch cultivation. 
It has been found, however, under the 
cecnditions which the experiment was 


made, that 50 per cent more corn roots | 


were 4 inches deep than when only 3 
inches deep. It- would seem, there- 
fore, that of deeply broken and pre- 
parea solls tiie cultivation should be 
from 2 to 2% inches deep in order tw 
best save the soi] moisture, while on 
more shallow soils it should probably 
rot be deeper than from 1% to 2 
inches deep in diy seascns and after 
the corn is over a foot high.

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Fuller’s name to the senate on April 
30, 1888. for confirmation as chief jus- 
tice, he was practically unknown ex- 
cept to members of the legal profes- 
sion. In Meine, where he was born 
on February 11, 1833, he had been 
known as a well behaved, rather 
scholarly lad. He had gone to Bow- 
doin College and while there won 
most of the prizes for elocution. He 
had gone down to Harvard law school 
for one year. 

Finally he blossomed forth as a fuil- 
fledged lawyer and politician of a high 
minded sort in his native city of Au- 
gusta. He became an associate editor 
on a democratic paper calle “The 
Age,” and about the same time was 
elected president of the city council 
and then city solicitor. Soon there- 
after he left Maine for the greater op- 
portunities in Chicago. 


Made Fame in Heresy Case. 


From 1856 to 1888 he lived in Chi- 
cago, but attracted little attention 
outside his immediate circle of friends 
and associates at the bar until he un- 
dertook the defense of Bishop Cheney) 
on a charge of heresy. His knowledge 
on ecclesiastical history and procedure 
astonished those who conducted the 
case, and his argument of the cause of 
the bishop before the supreme court of 
Illinois is referred to still as a forensic 
effort seldom if ever surpassed in that 
court. 

He was a delegate 
conventions of the democratic party 
1884, 1872, 1876 and 1880. 

The Maine boy, who had “gone West,” 
accomplished much notwithstanding 
his quiet life. He had laid the foun- 
dations for a deep understanding of the 
laws of the country and 
line he had performea ser- 
vices for his clients which were estl- 
mated to have netted Him an annual 
income of $30,000. These accomplish- 
ments led the republican senators 
from Illinois to urge upon the demo- 
cratic president the appointment of 
Mr. fuller as the successor of Chief

Fight Over His Nomination. 


The nomination of Mr. Fuller, then 
years of age. was followed by a 
memorable contest in the senate. 
The judiciary committee with its 
republican majority. to which the 
nomination was sent April 30, held up 
the appointment until July 20. Then 
the commitee reported it to the senate 
“without recommendation.” For three 
hours that body ‘debated in executive 
session whether to confirm or reject 
the nomination. The attack on Mr. 
Fuller was led by Senators Edmunds, 
Evarts and Stuart. Senators 
and Farwell defended him.

One day,-a voung lady. accosted Mark 
Twain on the street, and with an apol- 
ogy that she had never seen the chief 
justice before, asked for his autograph:

The Tariff Graft. 


“The tariff graft—one species of 
special privilege—became so offensive 
that five or six years ago even certain 
republicans became dissatisfied and 
began to demand a revision downward, 
First there were only what the doctors 
call sporadic cases of republican dis- 
satisfaction; but the republican dis- 
senters increased so rapidly that in 
the spring of 1908 Hon. Sereno E. 
Payne, chairman of the great com- 
mittee on Ways abd means, 
officio republican floor leader in the 
house, wag driven into declaring that 
he violated no cofMifidence in stating 
that the republicans would revise the 
tariff. His statement was equivocal 
as he did not say whether the: re- 
vision was to be down or up, but, 
considering all the circumstances un- 
der which his utterance was made, he 
intended it to’ be understood ag a 
promise of revision downward; and to 
dc him perfect justice, he claims that 
his bill is a revision downward. 

“Clearly he has’ been imposed upon 
by his arithmeticians, for his bill re- 
vises it up about 1.71 per cent on the 
average. His declaration, however, 
Gid not allay the clamor among re- 
publicans. It swelled into guch @ roar 
that when the republicans: held their 
national convention in 1908, they were 
fcrced to promise tariff revision in 
their platform. Again the promise 
was equivocal, as it did not state 
whether the revision was to be up or 
down. But the demand for tariff re- 
vision downward was so strong and 
so insistent that a majoritjy of re- 
publican oratorgsand editors -declared 
that the revision was to be downward. 
On that promise they won. Having 
got in, they proceeded to revise it up- 
ward. So that in the impending cam- 
paign the overshadowing issue ts 
whether men in conducting a campaign 
are under any obligation to tell the 
truth or whether they are licensed to 
palter in a double sense—to keep the 
word of promise to the ear and break 
it to the hope. Query: Is it any less 
dishonest to secure offices under false 
pretenses than to obtain money in that 
felonious manner? 

Taft’s Admission, 

“President Taft himself admitte@ in 
bis Winona speech that the woolen 
goods schedule is too high and ought 
to be reduced. I agree with him -on 
that; so do you all., Why then have 
they not reduced it? It is 11 months 
lacking one dav since he signed the 
Payne-Aldrich-Smoot tariff bill. He 
is a republican. Both houses of con- 
gress are republicans by overwhelming 
majorities.

It is charged 
that George H. Shreve, Daniel Hi. 
Shreve and Jesse H. Shreve formulat- 
ed a secret code used in communica- 
tion by telegraph in the furtherance of 
the alleged swindle. 

The cost price of the jewelry alleged 
to have been concealed, according to 
the indictment, amounts to $19,583.45. 
It is claimed that the goods were 
shipped to Andalusia, Ala., and Green-

FROM HICH COURT 


Only Two Left on-U; S. 
Supreme Bench. ~ 


Fuller’s Death Gives Taft Third 
Vacancy to Fill, and Moody’s 
Retirement Will Give Him the 
Fourth --- Taft May Name a 
Democrat to Succeed Moody. 


—_—_—_——s 


Washington, July 

The death of Chief Justice 
Fuller-places.-in the hands of Presi- 
dent Taft the third vacancy on the 
supreme bench to fill, and probably 
the fourth, as a stccessor to Associate 
Justice Moody, whose retirement may 
come at any time, under the congres- 
sional resolution which will enable him 
to retire on full pay within five 
months. 

With the passing of the chief jus- 
tiee there remains but two democrats 
on the high tribunal, Associate Justice 
White, of Louisjana, who is rated the 
strongest memiber of the court, and As- 
sociate Justice Lurton, of Tennessee. 
This situation brings in the element of 
politics, as Chief Justice Fuller was 


a democrat, appointed by President 
Cleveland in 1888. It is not expected, 
however, that the president will name 
a democrat to the chief justiceship, but 
may name a democrat for the vacancy 
which is looked for in the early re- 
tirement of Justice Moody. 
Judge Parker Is Mentioned, 

In the event of the selection of a 
democrat, the name of Judge Alton B. 
Parker is frequently heard. »There is 
an impression that the president may 
not follow the custom and go outside 
of the court for the selection of a 
chief justice, but may promote tothat 
high position Associate Justice Har- 
lan, One of the oldest members of the 
bench, and a very intimate friend of 
the chief executive. On -the other 
hand, there is also a rather wide im- 
pression here that the president will 
possibly name Solicitor General Lloyd 
M. Bowers, of Chicago, to succeed 
Chief Justice Fuller, but the Bowers 
report was equally strong when the 
president. upset al] speculation. by ten- 
dering Governor Hughes, of New York, 
a place on the bench to succeed the 
late Justice Brewer. 

As each vacancy has occurred re- 
cently, strong pressure has been 
brought to bear on the, president to 
elevate to the supreme bench some 
judge of the circuit court. 

Strong efforts have been made to 
have him appoint some judge from the 
Eighth circuit, which includes Mis- 
souri, Kansas and other states in the 
middle west. 

Why These Judges Are Barred. 

Among judges in this circuit are 
Vandeventer, Hook and Sanborn. It 
has been argued that as these judges 
have passed upon the ‘Standard Oil 
case, which ig to be considered by the 
supreme court this fall, they might be 
regarded as ineligible. At one time, 
President Taft said that he did not 
consider this a bar to an appointment 
to the supreme bench, but it is under- 
stood that he has more recently re- 
considered this position. 

Solicitor General Bowers, who has 
been mentioned in connection with 
each vacancy on the supreme court 
bench, is affected by the same prin- 
ciple as are judges of the Fighth cir- 
cuit, inasmuch as he had a large share 
in the preparation of several cases that 
are to be considered by the supreme 
court in the near future. 

Frank B. Kellogg; of Minneapolis, 
former “chief trust buster” of the ad- 
niinistration, also has been mentioned 
row the supreme court vacancy, but he, 
too, has been intimately associated 
with the government's prosecution of 
the Standard O11] Company. 

Justice Swayse, of the supreme 
court of New Jersey. is looked upon 
as one of the most likely candidates. 

With these three vacancies, the se- 
rious illness and death of another 
member of the court would bring the 
court absolutely to a standstill, six 
judges constituting a quorum. 

Politically Significant. 


Politically the death. of Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller will have an important sig- 
nificance. Chief Justice Fuller was a 
lifelong democrat. All the precedents 
call for the appointment of a chief 
justice of the same political party as 
the president. In fact, only two as- 
sociate justices of opposite politics 
from that of the president have Seen 
appointed to the bench—Justice Jack- 
s0n and Justice Lurton : 

AS the death of Chief Justice Fuller 
will leave only two democrats on the 
bench, it was suggested that Presi- 
dent Taft might name a democrat to 
succeed Justice Moody, should re- 
Bigtn.

IN BEHALF OF THE STATE’S INSANE. 


Elsewhere The Constitution publishes a communication from 
= Hon. John T. Brantley, of Blackshear, Ga., in which he makes 
a strong plea in behalf of Georgia’s sanatorium for the insane at 


Milledgeville, in terms largely paralleling those used a week ago by: 


. The .Constitution. 

As The Constitution emphasized at that time, this institution is 
facing a crisis. Its buildings, facilities and equipment are, and have 
been for some years, insufficient to the important mission of caring 
for and treating the most unfortunate class of the stat«’> inhab-|: 
itants. 

Regardless of the handicap, it has fulfilled its functions at a 
smaller operating expense than any other institution of similar thar- 
acter in the country. 

But the limit has been reached. 

If the antiquated plant is riot remodelled at once, it is a quew 
tion of a short time only before it will have to be entirely rebuilt. 


From a business standpoint, the issue is whether the state will]: 


“dig deep” now and reconstruct upon the foundation that yet 
remains, or whether it will pursue a niggardly and short-sighted 
policy that, in a few years, will compel the-entire rehabilitation of 
the plant at an expense of several hundred thousand dollars. 

The moral issue is even more appealing. Shall we, or shall we 
not, give the unfortunates who are the wards of the state the best 
treatment possible under modern medical science, and the curable 
element among them the best chance at recovery? 

Mr. Brantley’s communication sheds further light on the sub- 
ject. It is difficult to see how the legislature can, in conscience, 
evade it. 


» —— 


A BIG TRIUMPH FOR MEDIATION. 


Advocates of arbitration, rather than violence, in the settle- 
ment of industrial disputes, will be vastly encouraged by the 
triumph of the principle of mediation in the issue between railroads 
in the southeastern territory and their conductors and trainmen. 

Chairman Knapp, of the interstate commerce commission, and 
Charles P. Neill, commissioner of labor, were the mediators under 
the Erdman act. Together they have steered the negotiations to 
victory through many and tortuous channels. It appears now that 
the railroads will make substantial concessions to their employees 
though it is difficult to separate surmise from fact in the present 
confused status of the situation. 

Had the effort at settlement been unsuccessful, there would 
have been a strike of 10,000 men, involving approximately 40,00c 
others. 

This ‘strike would have extended over days, possibly weeks 
and ended, in all probability, just as it has now ended,.without the 


stopping of a wheel, the loss of a dollar to the employees or the 


| 


corporation or the public. 

There were plenty of pessimists, too, at the outset, to declare 
that this especial cause was one of that “extreme” variety w hich| 
war only would settle. They predicted that mediation would. fall 
fiat. 

And -here they are, confounded! 

In the meantime, each successive 


instance of similar nature 


inclines the people of America more favorably to compulsory arbi-| 


tration: 

They are coming to see that the third factor in all these quar- 
rels—the public—has rights equal, if not superior, to those of either 
of the other two parties. 

Consider, now, the tremendous expense and inconvenience a 
strike in the southeastern territory would have visited upon many 
million people, and how it would have paralyzed business. 

This disaster was averted by arbitration. 

Why not begin at least studying the advisability of making the;* 
principle compulsory ?

To provide 
the chronic among them a permanent 
home with just as ‘pleasant and agree- 
able associations as possible is like- 
wise our duty. Notwithstanding its 
meager support and its limited equip- 
ment it-is doing a noteworthy work for 
its patients. Better results are pos- 
enlarged equipment. Sucp a possibil{ty 
challenges our generosity. The annua! 
report of its board of trustees makes 
an earnest appeal for the sanitarium. 
looking to its greater efficiency. This 
report is strongly reinforced by the 
report of the ‘special investigating com- 
mittee just made. These reports wel! 
merit the thoughtful consideration of 
the assembly. 

For years the board has urged the 
establishment by the state of a training 
school and home for the feeble minded, 
and of a state hospttal for epileptics, 
and the removal from the sanitarium 
of these classes.

The necessary expenses of the sani- 
tarium this year are already more than 
$14,000 in excess of its income and re- 
pairs to many of the buildings urg- 
ently needed are wis ate undone. It 
is necessary for the assembly to sup- 
piement the regular appropriations for 
1910 and 1911. In addition extraor- 
dinmary repairs now press on the board. 
To fiustrate, the boilers supplying 
heat to the negro building have been 
coridemned and must be replaced this 
summer. The kitchen to this builéd- 
ing, feeding more than 1,000 persons, 
is totally inadequate and must be en- 
larged. The steam laundry must be 
enlarged. It 1s perhaps not too much to 
say that if the assembly can only see 
its way clear to supplement the regu- 
lar appropriations in sufficient. sum to 
bring the daily allowance for each pa- 
tient up to 50 cents, the board will be 
able to take care of such repairs with- 
out having to call on the assembly. 
In addition, such an allowance will en- 
able more physicians and nurses to be 
employed as needed, will permit a bet- 


ter dietary, will. provide the means 


for occupational treatment now s0 
highly regarded by alienists, and will 
generally contribute many things for 
the pleasure and comfort of the pa- 
tients. The annual appropriations on 
this basis will be around $600,000. 

The crowded condition of the sanit- 
tarium handicaps the work of its medi- 
cal department tremendously. In ad- 
dition to another building for negro 
patients to relieve the overcrowded 
condition of the present building and 
provide for the future the following 
buildings ar: highly essential to the 
best interests of the work: 

l. A general hospital, in which can 
be gathered all of the sick among the 
patients, insuring their better care and 
attention. At present they are neces- 
sarily scatiered throughout a!) -the 
buildings. This building should be 
equipped with al! necessary operating 
rooms, diet, kitchens, etc. It should be 
detached from the other buildings. for 
quiet and pure air. Such a hospital 
will furnish a valuable adjunct to the 
training school for nurses. Properly 
equipped its estimated cost is $60,000. 

2. A hospital for recent and acute 
cases. The most of recoveries comes 
from the recent cases and it is highly 
important @pat when first received they 
be kept free from depressing surround- 
ings. To insure the quiet so essential 
Such a Rospital should be well away 
from the other buildings and used for 
this purpose alone. It* should be 
equipped with hydro-therapeutic and 
electric outfits and every appliance 
needed for treatment should be at 
hand. The best physicians and nurses 
in the service should be in charge. 
To supply the sanitarium with such a 
building, fully equipped, will mark a 
great step forward. Its estimated cost, 
properly equipped, is $100,000. 

3. A nurses’ hall, for the use of the 
white female nurses when off duty. 
These faithful servants of the state 
are entitled to some _ consideration. 
Their hours are long, their pay small 
and their work hard. aA building 
equipped with bed rooms, sitting rooms, 
library, etc., wil] go far toward mak- 
ing the work more attractive and in- 
creasing its efficiency. The cost of 
such a building equipped is estimated 
at $30,000. Those who know the nature 
of the work done by these nurses will 
be quick to approve this consideration 
of their comfort. 

These are the main features of the 
board's report. Every resource at the 
eommand of the sanitarium is in play 
for the benefit of its patients. Its 
medical department is doing the best 
work in its history. Its greater ef- 
fictency is in the hands of the general 
assembly. I earnestly hope due study 
will be made of its needs and these 
supplied as far as the resources of the 
state will admit.

HALL DISCUSSES 
PRIMARY ULES 


“Single Shotting” Barred 
to Voters. 


Mr. Hall Explains Rule Relating 
to Prorating the Vote Be- 
tween the Various Candidates 
in a County---Form of Ballot 
Permitted. 


Hon. Hewlett A. Hall was in Atlanta 


yesterday for the purpose of holding 
General 
'Jobn C. Hart. whom he is to succeed 
While here, Mr. Hall dis- 
cussed the rules made by the state 
democratic executive committee for the 


-conmduct of the state primary on Au- 


gust 23, and said a great deal of mis- 
apprehension existed as to certain of 
the rules. 

The sections which seem to be caus- 
ing the most trouble are those relating 
to prorating the vote. between the 
various candidates in each county, the 
rule against what is called “single 
shotting” a candidate, and the form of 
ballot-to be permitted. 

On the subject of single shotting, the 
committee has decided that if two can- 
didates are to be elected, the voter 
must vote for two. For instance, two 
railroad commissioners are to be 
chosen. The voter cannot vote for one 
man and strike the name of the other 
applicants for this position, but must 
vote for two if he votes for any. If 
two members of the legislature are to 
be chosen for his county, he must vote 
for two; if three are to be chosen, he 
must vote for three. 

This rule does not prevent a man 
from striking the names of all the 
candidates for any position. For in- 
stance, a man might strike the names 
of every candidate on the ticket except 
the two he wishes to support for rail- 
road commissioner, or the ome he 
wishes to support for governor. 

Easy to Identify Rules. 

Under the form adopted by the com- 
mittee for setting forth the rules, it 
easy for any official having c ge 
of the primary of August 283 to identify 
the rule about which he its troubled. 
They are divided in sections and sub- 
sections. 

The rule tin regard to the election of 
judges and solicitors general is causing 
some misapprehension, according to 
Chairman Hall. This rule is No. 5, sub- 
section E. It provides that “All candi- 
dates for superior court judges and 
sdlicitors general are to be voted for 
in the counties of their respective cir- 
cuits.”’ The whole state does not vote 
for judges and solicitors general, but 
only the counties in the district to be 
served. 

tule 7 provides for prorating the 
vote. Solicitors general, for instance, 
are required to receive a majority vote 
in each county before they can sécure 
the total vote of that county in the 
convention. 

How Votes Will Be Prorated. 

If the successful candidate in a coun- 

receives. less than a majority, each 
candidate who secures enough votes to 
entitle him to one-fourth of a delegate, 
will be given credit accordingly. 

This can best be illustrated in the 
case of members of the legislature. A 
county having one representative in 
the legislature will be entitled to two 
votes in the convention. If a candidate 
for the legislature receives one-eighth 
of the vote cast in the primary, he will 
be entitled to one-fourth of a vote in 
the convention. Not leas than $one- 
fourth of a vote can be counted. 

The rule is this: Divide the total 
vote cast in such a county by 8, to get 
the multiple upon which representation 
in the convention will be fixed. If a 
county casts 1,600 votes, and there are 
four candidates for one office, the can- 
didate who gets 200 votes will be en- 
titled to representation mn the conven- 
tion to the extent of one-fourth of a 
vote. 

If a county is entitled to two repre- 
sentatives in the legislature and four 
votes in the convention, the number of 
bdallots cast should. be -divided by 16. 
Counties entitled to three representa- 
tives and six votes in the convention 
must divide the total vote by 24, to ar- 
rive at the basis of representation for 
each candidate in the state eonvention. 

If a candidate receives a majority of 
the ballots cast in the county, he shall 
be entitled to the entire vote of the 
county in the state convention. 

Rule 9 prescribes that only a perfect 
tick shall be voted. This prohibits 
any candidate ‘from having voted a 
ticket which has prepared, which 
leaves off the names of the other can- 
didates for the office seeks, or has 
a line run through them. <All the 
names of all candidates must “appear 
on the ticket, and the voter must pre- 
pare his own baliot.

DEAF-MUTES OF GEORGIA 
TO ORGANIZE ASSOCIATION 


There was a picnic yesterday at Hol- 
low Springs, near College Park, and 
200 people smiled, played, and sang, 
ate and were merry beneath the cool 
shades of the trees. There was & 
Fourth of July oration, addresses of 
welcome, greetings from distant 
states, games, and recitations, and at 
the dinner hour a long table, weighted 
with good things to eat, supplied pic- 


nic good cheer to all. 

Indeed everything that goes to make 
a picnic pleasant was there, but the 
only wR so that broke the woodland 
stillness were the musical twitterings 
of a distant bird, the monotonous ham- 
mering of a wood-pecker’s bill, oc- 
casional low inarticulate sounds that 
fell noiselessly upon the ears of the 
picnickers, but which tortured the 
hearts of the “hearing visitors’ be- 
cause of their futile effort to express 
thought into words, and now and then 
the light clapping of hands as the 
silent gathering applauded the word- 
less address of the orator of the day. 


Laughter Was Hushed. 

Laughter was hushed before it left 
soundless lips, and all worded con- 
versation was debarred, because the 
pienic crowd was composed entirely 
of deaf-mutes. But though ears heard 
not, and lips spoke not, eyes, fingers, 
and bodies were alive and eager, and 
flashed mé@ssages and greetings back 
and forth as friend greeted friend, and 
the visitor had the bewildered feeling 
of being entirely excluded from an 
alien group who were quite content in 
their silent enjoyment. 

The picnic was given under the 
auspices of Atlanta Division, 28, of 
the National Fraternal Society of the 
Deaf, the committee in charge being 
Percy W. Ligon, president of the di- 
vision, W. E. Gholdstgn, Irby March- 
man, and Ed Malone. The gathering 
was composed, not. only of Georgia 
deaf-mutes, but of visitors from Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, Florida and North and 
South Carolina, the picnic being In re- 
ality an annual reunion, bringing to- 
gether as many as possible of the 
southérn band of silent folk. 

The program was opened by the Rev. 
J. W. Michael, who in silence, with 
quick-moving fingers, implored the 
blessing of heaven on the day, after 
which Percy W. Ligon, in the sign 
language, spoke a few sentences to the 
crowd. that was gathered in tents 
beneath the shelter of the pavilion. 

S M. Freeman, a teacher in the 
school for deaf-mutes at Cave Springs, 
delivered the Fourth of July oration, 
signs and facia; expression conveying 
his meaning to the deaf-mutes. 

“The Star Spangled Banner” was 
given in signs by Miss Belle Long, and 
Superintendent W. O. Connor, of the 
Deaf and Dumb schoo! at Cave Springs, 
addressed a cheery, though silent, 
greeting to the crowd. 


To Come to Talladega. 

W. S Johnson, teacher in the School 
for the Deaf at Talladega, invited the 
deaf-mutes to come to Talladega next 
year for the reunion, after which Pro- 
fessor R. B. Lawrence, former super-.- 
intendent of the Day Schoo! for Deaf- 
Mutes in New Orleans, urged the estab- 
lishment of an association to be called 
the Georgia State Association of Deaf- 
Mutes. 

Everything was in the sign language, 
and the scene was almost uncanny, but 

hen without words the dinner hour

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was announced, the uncanniness dis- 
appeared, because there was an eager 
race for places at the table, and it was 
all the deaf-mute photographers, who

Address of Welcome by Mayor 
Hancock---Sen. Clay and Con- 
gressman:' Adamson Among 
Speakers--- Delegates Enjoy 
Boat Ride During Evening. 


Rome, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)}—The 
Georgia Rural Letter Carriers’ As- 
sociation met at the courthouse this 
morning, about 150 delegates being 
present. 

President Merida I. Moore, of Bow- 
den, was in the chair. 

The convention opened by singing 
“How Pirm a Foundation,’ in which 
all joined heartily. 

Dr. Headden offered the invocation. 
Addresses of welcome were made by 
Mayor J. W. Hancock, whose remarks 
were quite brief and given with a 
business man’s lucid conciseness, and 
J. N. King, president of the Manufac- 
turers and Merchants’ Association. Mr. 
King's address was beautifully classic 
in diction and tradition. He gave 
Mercury, the messenger of Jove, as the 
first mail carrier, and as he flew 
through the air from Olympus to earth 
he was sprely on the first star route. 
His references were remarkably happy. 

The. addresses of welcame were re- 
sponded to on behalf of the carriers 
by W. F. Crussellis, of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, by request of President 
Moore. 

“<ommittees were appointed on cre- 
déntials, resolutions and entertainment, 
all of which will report at the second 
day’s session. 

Accept Constitution's Offer. 

The carriers received and accepted 
an invitation from The Atlanta Con- 
stitution for’ the delegation to be sent 
to the national convention at Little 
Rock, Ark., in September next as ‘the 
guests of The Constitution. 

Past Master John I. Fulwood, of 
Cedartown, delivered an address on

under at a fixed charge of 25 cents for 
delivery from the postoffice or from 
any point on any route to any other 
route of the same office was strongly 
favored and well illustrated. 

Senator A. 8. Clay delivered an ad- 
dress that thrilled the convention. Al- 
though Mr. Clay at first appearance 
seems wasted in health, as he comes to 
his subject there arouses again in him 
the old-time fervor that has enthused 
s0 many Georgians.

General DeGraw Will Address 
the South Carolina Rural Let- 
ter Carriers’ Convention To- 
day --Talks of Appropria- 
tions.

Raleigh, N. C., July 4.—(Special.)— 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
DeGraw, who is here as the represen- 
tative of the postmaster general, was 
the recipient of a most demonstrative 
reception at the state convention of 
rural carriers, which convened here 
today. Mr.@DeGraw will tomorrow’ at- 
tend the annual convention of the 
South Carolina Rural Carriers, and. not 
being able to reach Rome, Ga., where 
the Georgia state convention will be 
held on July 5, has communicated to 
that convention itn writing the views 
of the department on rural delivery. 
Mr McGraw congratulated the carriers 
upon their ofganization and the loyalty 
of their membership, conveyed to them 
the hearty greeting of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock and urged each and 
every carrier to use his or her utmost 
endeavor in maintaining the unrivaled 
record which the rural branch of the 
postal service has established—a “‘rec- 
ord,” he said, “from the viewpoint of 
morals far in advance of any other in 
the civil service, the last annual com- 
putation made showing that out of 41,- 
000 carriers employed, but 175 were 
dismissed for cause.” Having been 
asked to outline the evolution of rural 
delivery and its wonderful expansion, 
Mr. McGraw said: 

“For a good many years: the resi- 
dents of the larger cities had enjoyed 
the privilege of having their mail de- 
ljvered to them by carriers at their 
residences daily. Based upon a recom- 
mendation made by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wanamaker, a joint resolution 
was passed on October i, 1890, author- 
izing the postmaster genera! to test 
at small towns and ‘villages the prac- 
ticability and expense of extending the 
free delivery system. 

Appropriation Discontinued. 

“The experiment was put on trial 
and continued until three years later, 
when Postmaster General Bissell, in 
his report for the fiscal year 1894, 
recommended that the service be dis- 
continued or extended to 40,000 other 
Pp pt Congress accepted the 
irst alternative and discontinued the 
appropriation. |

Other thousands gathered at the 
Grand, at the ball park and in other 
halls and places where the returns 
were received, eager for the first ‘re- 
port from the ringside.

Constitation’s Splendid Service. 

Thousands of Atilantans gathered at 
The Constitution office and heard the 
returns during the afternoon. 

The crowd packed Alabama street 
at the Forsyth street corner, where the 
returns were called by megaphone by 
Dick Jemison, The Constitution's Sport- 
ing Editor, hot from the wire and di- 
rect from the ringside at Reno. 

The Constitution’s service was, as 
always, prompt and effective. The re- 
turns were taken right from the wire, 
an instrument connecting with the di- 
rect wire from Reno having been 
placed in the business office. 

From the wire they went through the 
megaphone to the crowd as fast as 
expert telegraphers and strong-lunged 
talkers could get them out. 

There was no delay or waiting for 
the necessity of writing them on bulle- 
tin boards; the wire talked right 
through the megaphoone to the crowds 
outside. 

Undaunted by the Rain. 

Thousands of Atlantans gathered 
about the newspaper bulletin boards 
early in the afternoon. Many of them 
wer -on hand shortly after 2 o'clock, 
tho. zh it was known the fight would 
not begin until about 3:30 o'clock, At- 
lanta time. 

But they were evidently afraid they 

would mise something. 
' Along about 3:30, when everybody 
thought it was time for the two scrap. 
pers to get together, when the atmoa- 
ephere was tense with expectancy, ani 
it was thought the first round was 
due, old Jupiter Pluvius got in a solar 
plexus blow. 

The rain began 
first, and then in torrents; and so it 
rained for about ten minutes. oa 

Hundreds~sought shelter in nearby 
buildings and under the bridges. 

‘Some other hundreds raised umbre}l- 
las and stood it through, determined 
to miss nothing. Most of them got 
well soaked. — 

But scon the clouds passed over, the 
fun came out and everybody was 
happy once more. 

Cheering for the Best Man. 


The crowds Were enthusiastic. too. 

Everybody around the bulletin 
boards seemed to have a personal in- 
terest. in the result of the fight. 

Most of the crowd was evidently 
for Jeffries, judging from the cheers 
that rent the air every time he made 
@ point against Johnson. 

But Johnson appeared to have his 
friends, And they were heard 
from in no uncertain voice whenever 
@nvthing came in his favor. 

The crowds got impatient at times, 
but never tired: they would have wai’- 
ed until midnight, if necessary, to get 
the result. 

About 3: 30 o'clock the question over 
the telephone took the form: 

“How is the fight going?” 

It had not begun to go at that hour; 
it was after 4:30 o'clock Atlanta time 
when the announccement came that 
the contestants were in the ring, ready 
for the first round. 

Began to Go Wild. 

But when the first real news of the 
Battle came, the crowd began to go 
wild. 

There was a difference noted in the 
tone of the cheering: it was more en- 
thusiastic——the report of the first round 
acted liike a tonic. 

And so it wont to the finish; right 
there they stayed until announcement 
was made of the ‘winner, then more 
cheering, and away to talk it over. 

Also, to exploit theories of how it 
happened. 

For everybody either knew it before, 
or else had his view as to why John- 
son beat his favorite, 

The same enthusiasm was manifest- 
ed by the smaller crowds that heard 
the returns at other points. 

Of all these, the bal! park, of course. 
had the largest crowd, and there was 
the same pitch of interest and enthu- 
siastic cheering as in the city.

Johnson Lands Upper Cut. 

ROUND 2—Jeffries assumed his 
crouch,. but missed his first attempt. 
Johnson feinted, but Jeffries stepped 
nimbly away. Jack sent a*left to Jeff- 
ries’ face and as they clinched, ripped 
in a hard uppercut to Jeffries’ chin. 
They held together and were willing to 
give each other any chance. Jeffries 
sent a right to. the ribs and took a 
left on the face at close quarters. 
Jeffries crouched and waited for po- 
sitfon, but was not willing to punch. 
came together without a blow 
and then Johnson tried his uppercut, 
but missed. Jeffries put his right on 
Jack’s shoulders and pushed him. When 
they broke Jack shot his left hard 
to Jeffries’ face and tried his upper- 
cut but missed it again. There was a 
lot of wrestling and not much fight- 
ing. Then the gong rang without a 
blow having been struck. 

ROUND 3—Both came up. close. 
“Come on closer,” shouted Johnson, 
hooking left to the stomach with ter- 
rific force. Johnson jabbed left to 
the head. They clinched, breast to 
breast; Johnson slipped left to back, 
neatly blocking Jeffries. Johnson 
sent two lef” jabs to the face, and 
tried his right for the chin, but missed 
the latter. Jeffries smiled at the left 
blows, and continued to bore in. it 
was simply a wrestling bout thus far. 
Jeffries kept walking on calmly, but 
missed a left body blow, Jack block- 
ing them perfectly. Jeffries did not 
seem to breathe hard, but Johnson ap- 
peared nervous as he was rubbed 
down. 

First Blood for Jeffries. 

ROUND #—Jeffries took his crouch- 
ing position again and walked in.

They stepped around each other, John- 
Son trying to send in stiff lefts to the 
face. One of these cut Jeffries’ cheek 
a bit. again they lolled in each other's 
embrace, but neither was willing to 
take a chance. Jeffries rushed, but 
missed a left for the body and took a 
left on the chest in return. Johnsdn 
kept up a& running flow of talk to Jef- 
fries when they came to a clinch. but 
Jeffries calmly chewed gum and waded 
in. He missed Jack witha left and 
took a left and a right on the head. 
Jeffries got a-left on the face. .John- 
gon closed Jeffries’ right eve. Jack 
missed two rights. Jeffries’ nose-was 
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bleeding when the gong rang. When 
Jeffries took his seat his seconds got 
busy with his eye, but Jeffries as- 
Sured them that it was “O. K.” and 
they only sponged his face. Johnson's 
round. 

ROUND 7—Jeffries walked right in, 
but before he had a-chance Jack led 
with right and left and missed. Jef- 
fries’ eye was badly swollen and he 
rubbed it with his glove.. He feinted 
and tried to draw Johnson on, but the 
negro declined to come in. Jeffries 
stepped in with a left for the body, 
but missed it and took a left on the 
head. Jeffries hooked a left to the 
head and Johnson § Iaughed loudly. 
Jeffries got a left on the face twice at 
close- range. Jeffries butted his way 
into another clinch, but failed to land. 
He drew back and shot a left to the 
face. Jack’s lips bled. In a close 
quarter mix Jack sent his left to the 
face twice and Jim's lips bled. This 
round was somewhat faster. 

Johnson Lands More Blows. 

ROUND &—‘‘Come on, Jeff,’’ said Jack 
as they raced each other. Jeffries came 
on and gota left to the face. He miss- 
ed Jack’s body with a left and took 
two lefts on the face, 

“Hello, Jimmy,” said Jack to Corbett 
as he leaned on Jeff. “Did you see 
that one?” Jeff walked into a left to 
the face and again they mauled each 
other without damage at close range. 

“Come on and break,” said Jeffries 
as Jack held his gloves. Rickard did 
not touch the men, but allowed them 
to take their time. Jeffries missed 
twice with his left and took a left on 
his face, Jack tried several times to 
put his right through, but failed to 
connect. Jeffries shoved Jack about 
seemingly with ease. The gong found 
them locked. Johnson's blows up to 
now had been snappier and cleaner, but 
outside of a ,bruised Yeye Jeffries was 
not hurt. - 

ROUND 9—‘Make him fight, 
yelled Corbett. “Never mind, just 
wait.”’ responded Johnson. Jack, 
walked in and tried a left for the body. 
He missed and put his head against 
Jeff's neck and he shoved the black 
fellow back to the ropes. Jeffries took 
it all in calmly and seemd to be wait- 
ing the opportunity. Jack failed for 
the head. He stepped in quickly and 
shot a left hard for the body, but Jef- 
ries’ glove was there first. Jeffries 
walked into two left jabs on the face 
that did no damage. He swung His 
left arm around Jack's neck as they 
came together. His wrist landed hard 
on the ribs and Johnson did not ap- 
pear to like it. 

They Exchange Punches. 

ROUND 10—They caftie up quickly. 
Jack shot a left to the face, but Jef- 
fries brushed it away and responded 
with a left to the body. Jack again 
missed a lightning right for the jaw 
and they hauled about the ring in a 
clinching way. Jeffries put his 
shoulder against Johnson's body and 
shoved him back. At close range 
Johnson sent a ‘left uppercut to the 
mouth and they both missed a left 
to the jaw. Jeff got under a left lead 
and seemed to want to wear Jack out 
by bearing down his weight and shov- 
ing him about. Jeffries struck two 
lefts to the face from a clinch and 
got one-in return. Johnson.took two 
lefts in the face when they broke. 
Johnson shot a left to the body just as 
the gong rang. Jeffries appeared to 
be as fresh as he waited for-the gong 
and watched Jack. Johnson was as 
fresh, but appeared less at ease as he 
frowned across the ring. 

ROUND 11—-They walked up care- 
fully, Jeffries finally trying his left 
once to find it blocked. He took a 
left on the face three times, but smil- 
ed and talked in clinches. They broke 
away and Jeffries sent a stiff upper- 
cut to the face and right to the body. 
He Kept Jeffries bobbing his head to 
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eovape right uppercut whenever tney 
got together. In a clinch Jack sent 
three uppercuts to the face in quick 
succession and Jeffries appeared to be 
calm. They shoved about, Jeffries 
with his head on Jack's shoulders and 
when they finally broke Jack hooked 
his left hand to the nose and the lips. 
He appeared slow compared with 
Jack's snappy blows. Just before the 
call of time, Jeffries rushed and sent 
left-and right to the body, but Jack 
was going away and was not hurt. 
Decidedly Johnson's round. 


Johnson Joshes Jeffries. 


ROUND 12—Jim walked ever for- 
ward, waiting for a chance to get in- 
side the negro’s impenetrable defense. 
Jack simply waited and then threw 
back and hooked a left to the face. 

“Thought you said you were going 
to have me wild.” said Johnson. 

Jeffries said nothing. Jeffries shov- 
ed and butted in till his head rested 
on the black man’s shoulder and then 
tried to rip in body blows. They were 


blocked almost before they were start- 


ed, however, and the negro’s boxing 
drew a cheer from the crowd. Jeffries 
forced. hig-way to close quarters, but 
got a left on the sore nose (for his 
reward. His nose bled freely and as 
he turned to take his seat at the gong 
he spat out a mass of blood. ~Jeffries 
was not worried apparently and look- 
ed fresh. Johnson seemed to gain con- 
fidence as the’ fight progressed. 

Jeff Couldn’t Touch Negro. 

ROUND 138—Putting his right glove 
before his face, Jeffries walked into a 
clinch without: a blow. Then they 
broke, and Johnson sent hard left tothe 
body and right. uppercut to the chin. 
“Stick there, Jim,” shouted Corbett. 
Jeffries stuck ugtil he was forced 
away. 
right uppercut to the face. Holding 
him with his right on the shoulder, 
Johnson sent in three lefts to the face 
in quick succession and then an upper- 
cut to the face. Jeffries seemed tired 
and slow. He could not solve the 
negro’s defense and took all the blows 
that came his way. Jack stood back 
and swung left to the face, then 
clinched. Jeffries continued to come 
in for punishment. This round was 
all Johnson. Jeffries’ eye was almost 
closed. 

“Cover up,” said Corbett between 
the rounds, “You will get him.” 

ROUND 14—Jeffries walked straight 
into a left and they hung on to each 
other. Jack tapped sthe big fellow on 
the face twice, blocking Jeffries’ at- 
tempt at close fighting. Shambling 
forward, Jeffries took three straight 
lefts to the face and got in a left to 
the face lightly. Jeffries’ lefts were 
simply picked out of the air by the 
clever negr® before they could get 
within six inches of his face. 

“How yaqu _ (feel, Jim?” said Jack 
as they stood clinched. “How do you 
like ‘em?”’ 

Jeffries was sober and meade no re- 
sponse. He walked into three lefts 
in quick succession. “They don't 
hurt,” said Jeffries. 

How Jeffries Went Down. 

ROUND 15—When the men faced 
each other it was plain to all that 
Jeffries was in distress. His face was 
puffed and bleeding from the punish- 
ing lefts and rights he had received, 
and his movements were languid. He 
shambled after the elusive negro, 
sometimes crouching low with his left 
hand stuck out in-front, and some- 
times standing erect. Stooping or 
erect, he was a mark for Johnson's ac- 
curately-driven blows. Johnson sim- 
ply waited for the big white man to 
come in, and chopped his face to pieces. 
They came into a clinch after a feeble 
attempt by Jeffries to land a left-hand 
blow on the body, and as they broke 
away Johnson shot his left and right 
to the jaw ina flash. Jeffries stagger- 
ed back against the ropes. His de- 
fensive power seemed to desert him in 
an instant. Johnson went at him like 
a tiger. A rain of lefts and rights de- 
livered at close quarters sent Jeffries 
reeling blindly. Another’ series of

Jeffries reeled about and tried to 
clinch, but Johnson eluded him, and as 
thé old champion swung around to the 
south gide of the ring he jolted him 
twice On the jaw. Jeffries sank to his 
knees, weak and tired; but got up 
again at the count of nine. It was then 
that Jeffries’ friends began to call to 
Rickard to stop the fight. 

“Stop it, stop it,” they shouted from 
all sides. “Don’t let him be knocked 
out.” 

Rickard 
peals. 

Jeffries was helpless now, and as he 
staggered to a standing position, the 
negro was waiting for him. A left, a 
right, and another left, short, snappy, 
powerful blows, found their mark on 
Jeffries’ chin, and he went down for 
the third time. Again he sprawled over 
the lower rope, hamging half outside’ 
the ring. The timekeeper raised and 
lowered his arm, tolling off the sec- 
onds. He had reached the count of 
seven when one of Jeffries’ seconds put 
foot inside the ropes and Rickard 
walked between the fallen man and 
the negro champion. Placing his hand 
on Johnson’s shoulder, he declared him 
the winngér. While Jeffries was not 
counted out, this was a merely tech- 
nical evasion. It was evident that he 
could never have got up inside of ten 
seconds,

Jeffries painfully raised himself to 
his feet. His jaws had dropped; his 
eyes were nearly shut and his face 
was covered with blood. With trem- 
bling legs and yielding arms, he tried 
to put up a defense. But he could 
not stop a terrific right smash to the 
jaw, followed by two left hooks. He 
went down again. 

Jeffries’ Physician and other friends 
jumped into the ring. 

“Stop it!” they cried. “Don’t put the 
old fellow out.” 

Sam Berger, Jeffries’ manager, 
ran along the ring calling to Bob Arm- 
strong: 

“Bring that towel—you know what I 
mean—don’'t let him get hit!” 

From Johnson's eorner his seconds 
were calling to him to quit. Then the 
referee stopped the timekeeper, and 
it was all over.

They Didn’t Shake Hands. 


Wi no preliminaries of handshak- 
ing @r picture posing, the men faced 
@ach\ other at 2:45 o'clock. Johnson 
wore\blue tights and an American 
flag at his belt. 

There was a sigh of involuntary ad- 
miration as his naked body stood im 
the white sunlight. Jeffries, in his 
purple trunks, stood out as a hairy 
Siant like some hero of folklore. 

There was no open attempt on the 
Dart of Jeffries and men to frighten 
the negro. They figured he would 
be trembling with fear at the sight 
of the white monster, and there ‘were 
many cries of “Cold feet Johnson” 
when his entrance in thr ing was de- 
layed. 

And when the men stood up at last 
to fight it out, eacch on his own re- 
sources, it was plain that the negro 
was nervous. 

“Now, you'll get it you black cow- 
ard!” yelled Jeffries’ admirers. 

“Don't talk to them. Give them a 
square deal,” said the majority of the 
men at the ringside. 

The men smiled at each other. Jef- 
frieg feinted, Johnson glided away and 
they smiled again. Johnson tried out 
a straight left and tapped Jeffries’ 
face. They clinched and worked cau- 
tilously for body blows, put. there was 
little snap in either, and they were 
still waltzing when the round ended. 

“Oat Out the Motion Pictures.” 

“Cut out the motion pictures!” yelled 
the crowd. 

Johnson turned and tapped Jeffries 
lightly on the shoulder as he went to 
his corner, and smiled. 

At the opening of the second round 
Jeffries came up with his old crouch 
and his left arm stuck out like a 
scantling. This was the blow and the 
attitude that had carried him to glory 
in the early days of his fighting career. 

But there was no change in the ne- 
gro. He had found himself. There 
was no terror of the mountains to Db: 
afraid. He was a simple boxer, and 
in his heart Jack Johnson. believed he 
was master. Six years ago, when 
Johnson whipped Jack Jeffries, he 
walked up to Jim, who was in his 
brother’s corner, and said: 

“TIT can whip you, too.” 

And this conviction was uppermos<*t 
in him when the second round began. 
The slight indecision and trembling 
of Johnson's mouth and the glint of 
trouble in his eyes was gone. He 
forced the fighting and in clinch made 
his first attempt at his carefully de- 
veloped right uppercut. Jeffries tock 
it without flinching. He tried an- 
other, but missed. The men wrestled, 
and Johnson showed that he was 43 
strong as Jeffries. 

“""ll Love you, Jim,” said Negro. 

“All right. Jim; I'll love you if you 
want me to,” Johnson sald, as they 
clinched just after. the gong rang. Be- 
tween whisking of towels and the 
dashing of water and hasty gargling, 
Delaney poured into Johnson's ear 
some golden advice. He knew now-— 
probably knew long before the battle 
just how it would end. 

Did he not know every inch of Jef- 
fries' body ana the limitations of his 
brain? Each blow taught him what 
had happened in five years of easy 
life, and where the cigarettes had 
sucked’ power from the once mighty 
man. 

When Jeff Had His Chance. 

In the second, third and‘ fourth 
rounds Jeffries hed his chance, if he 
ever had one. His friends claim now 
that if he had started in with his en- 
tire force, he could have reached 
Johnson with the sleeping biow. On 
the other hand, men whose opinions 
are valued on these matters, say to- 
night that Johnson could have beaten 
Jeffries at any time in Jeffries’ 
career. f 

At any rate, Jeffries passed by his 
chance. 

Jeffries kept walking in and miss- 
ing body blows and taking face pun- 
ishment. Up to this point, however, 
the fight was little more than a 
wrestling bout.. The .-2n refused to 
break in clinches, and at times half 
a minute passed without a blow be- 
ing struck. 

At the beginning of the fourth 
round Rickard became disgusted with 
the way things were going, and when 
Corbett told Jeffries to take it easy 
as he started for the center of the 
ring, the referee said; 

“Quit this motion 
boys!” 

Jeffries assumed his crouch and 
Started for Johnson -as though he 
would mow him down with one blow. 
But the black man was not there. His 
Shadow fell across the spot wheres 
Jeffries’ blow was aimed. They came 


work; get busy, 


together, and Johnson missed for the Auditoritum-Armory 


fourth time a Gamaging right upper- 
cut. Here he began to try out his new 
blow—a left uppercut—testing it for 
the first time. 

Fire of Jokes From Johnson. 

Johnson kept up a fire of jokes and 
repartee, sometimes with Jeffries, of- 
ten with Corbett, and again with 
sporting writers. 

“He'll kAl you, Jack,” yelled a 
sporting man who had bet $10,000 on 
Jeffries. 

“That's what they all say,” retorted 
Johnson, and for answer he shot a 
snappy left to Jeffries’ face and they 
came to a clinch. In this round Jer- 
fries landed the only blow that came 
near hurting Johnson. It was a body 
blow that made the black wince. It 
was the only round in which Jeffries 
had an advantage, and at the opening 
of the fifth Johnson came up as good 
as new.

“It's got a long time to go,” he said 
to the sporting men who had bet 
money on the seven-round end. 

The fighting in the seventh was 
somewhat faster, but at no time aig 
Jeffries live up to expectations. His 
eye was swollen and he rubbed it as 
he leaned on the glistening black 
shoulder in the clinches. He was be- 
ginning to look more like a wounded 
bull than a clever thinking man. As 
they pushed each other around. John- 
son sent tn lefts to the face twice at 
close range. Jeffries drew a lead and 
put in @ left to the face that covered 
teeth with blood, but 
Jack laughed and in a mix-up sent im 
two lefts to the face and Jeffries’ 
mouth was streaked with biood. 

Looks Bad For Jeffries. 

“Tt looks bad for Jeffries,” said the 
sports as a slight indecision in Jef 
fries’ walk was notioed. 

“Remember how much he took from 
Fitzsimmons and then Jjanded,” the 
hopeful ones said. 

Jeffries got a left in the face at the 
opening of the eighth. 

“Did you see that one, Jimmy?" 
said Johnson to Corbett as he leaned 
over Jeffries’ 
Johnson's blows became quicker and 
harder during this round, but Jeffries 
was not badly hurt, only tiring faster 
than the spectators realized. He lean- 
ed forward, his eye fixed on a vital 
spot on Johnson's body, trying again 
and again to reach it. 

Johnson tried to put his uppercut 
through, but Jeffries still possessed the 
quickness to snap his head out of 
danger. 

“Stand up and fight. you coward,” 
Corbett yelled as Johnson tucked away 
a bit in the ninth. - 

“Just wait,” Jack said. He waited 
for a lead and then put a hard left to 
the body, but Jeffries stoppd it with 
his glove. As the round ended he 
hit Johnson in the ribs in a way that 
was not relished. 

After this round George Little, John- 
son's former manager, placed several 
hundred dollars at 10 to 9 on Jeffries. 
The tenth was rather slow, Jeffries 
brushing away the head blows as he 
would brush away flies and trying al- 
ways for that terrible body punch. Jeff- 
riies also tried to wear down Jack by 
his weight in the clinches, but Johnson 
did about an equal amount of shov- 
ing and succeeded in getting in his 
new left cut to the face several times. 

Final Toboggan for Jeff. 

The eleventh, which marked the final 
tobogigan for Jeffries, opened care- 
fully. Johnson let loose and kept his 
man's head bobbing constantly. In a 
clinch Johnson landed three upper- 
cuts and Jeffries began to show dis- 
tress. He was slowing down. A hard 
right to the nose sent the blood spat- 
tering. 

Here it was that the crowd began to 
get a clear idea of what was impend- 
ing. One of Jeffries’ friends left the 
ringside, crying. Men looked and 
Sighed as they saw the old cham- 
pions legs shaking Op his way to his 
corner. 

“Watch him; get 
laney, as Johnson met 
lead in the twelfth. 

“I will,”” Johnson said and smiled, 
He waited, then drew back and 
hooked Jeffries hard in the face. Jef- 
fries looked tired, but whacked away 
at the body, drawing forth only «4 
pretty. exhibition of boxing on the 
part of the black that set the crowd 
cheering. Jeffries spat out a great 
quantity of blood as he walked to his 
corner and Johnson finally beamed con- 
fidence. 

Rapid Dissolution of Jeff. 

The thirteenth showed rapid dissolu- 
tion on Jeffries’ part. 

Following Corbett'’s advice he stuek 
to the clinch until he was forced away. 
Then he received two lefts and a :ight 
uppercut to the face. After that Joyn- 
son played with him. Holding Jeffries 
with his right on the shoulder, John- 
son fairly rained left biows to the 
face and Jeffries wiited. He continued 
to come on, however, with his eyé al- 
most closed and his legs sinking. 

The crowd walted for the fourteenth 
silently and watched hopelessiy when 
Jeffries walked into a left and then 
failed to get his own left home. The 
wonderful work of the negro was 
never in better evidence than here. He 
was simply unhittable. 

“How do you like ‘em, Jim?” he 
asked of the sober and silent Jeffries, 
To the end of the round he continued 
to give more of them. |: 

Johnson opened up his heavy bat- 
tery at the opening of the fatal round.« 
It séemed no great effort to him to 
finish it all. There was only one side 
to it. 

Less than an hour of fighting had 
served to bring to an end the career 
of the man hitherto believed in- 
vineible and had settled the questions 
that have been agitating the sporting 
world since’ Johnson won the cham- 
pionship belt from Tommy Burns.

Indianapolis, July 4.—Daweon, driv- 
ing a Marmon car, snatched the victory 
from Burman, with a Marquette-Llfiick, 
in the last 5 miles of the annual 200- 
mile race for the Cobe trophy at the 
Motor Speedway today.

DOUBLE LYNCHING 


 SCARES NEGHUES 


Exodus of the Black Pop- 
ulation Has Begun. 


—_—_ 


One of the Negroes Was Hang- 
ed in the Jail Yard and Other 
Was Strung Up Near Scene 
of the Crime---Sheriff Power- 
less Against the Mob. 


Charleston, Mo., July 4.—An exodus 
in the negro population of Charleston 
is reported to be-in progress, follow- 
ing the double lynching on yesterday, 
when Robert Coleman and Sam Fields 
were hanged by an infuriated mob for 
the murder of William Fox, a Mis» 
issippi county farmer. An investiga 
tion of the affair at the request ¢ 
Governor Hadley will be made by the 
prosecuting attorney. 

Sheriff Gulp and his deputies, whom 
he hastily swore in after the lynching 
threats were made. were powerless 
against the crowd which attacked 
the county fall. 

No shots were fired on either side. 
In the crowd which packed the court 
house yard in front of the jail. were 
many women and children and the 
officgrs feared on that account to re- 
sort to shooting. On the outskirts of 
the crowd were several automobiles, 
their occupants standing on the seats, 
the better to watch the attack On the 
jail. 

Waited For a Leader. 

Seemingly the mob waited only for 
a leader. Aboyt 4 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon a man semed to take charge 
and 
concerted rush was made at the jail 
and in a moment the front fence of 
the yard was trampled down. 

The sheriff and his men were brush- 
ed aside. There was no turning back 
then, even had the leaders been so in- 
clined, .for the hundreds in the rear 
were pushing forward, shouting for 
the lives of the negroes. A railroad 
tie was shoved forward as a battering 
ram. The mob shouted with increas- 
ing rage as the door went down and 
into the building. 
was in the way. This 
was smashed in a second and _ the 
crowd surged upstairs to the second 
floor, where the two negroes were con- 
fined. 

Those in the yard—the women and 
children—could hear the sounds of a 
sledge hammer as the lock was knock- 
ed off the cell door. In a few mo- 
ments a shout announced that the 
lock had been broken. 

Lynched in Jail 

Coleman was dragged forth and 
lynched in the jail yard, while the 
crowd cheered. A man climbed up a 
tree and put one end of the rope over 
a limb. The negro was jerked up and 
soon swung clear of the crowd. 

While Coleman dangled, another 
body of men rushed from the jail, 
dragging and pulling the other negro, 
Sam [Tields. A rope was placed around 
his neck and the mob, shouting, start- 
ing west along Court street. 

The negro said he would show the 
men where he and Coleman had hid- 
den the revolver they had used in 
shooting William Fox, whose death 
the crowd avenged. The men in 
charge, after a short parley, decided 
to take the negro to find the revolver. 
The rope still about, his neck and 
drawn tightly by his captors, Fields 
was thrown into a garriage. 

Followed by the mob on foot, in car- 
riages and automobiles. the vehicle 
containing Fields started to the scene 
of the shooting, half a mile south of 
town. 

After going part of the way the 
negro told the captors he ‘“guessed’”’ 
after all, he could not find the pistol. 

Another “Strung Up.” 

A stop was made then and Fields 
was jerked out of the carriage with- 
out any preliminaries, the rope was 
tossed over the limb of a tree and

WITH A TANK STEAMER 


| Six-Foot Hole Stove in the Bow 
of the White Star 


Liner. 


New York, July 4.—With a 6-foot 
hole in her side, the White Star liner 
Baltic docked today, while her passen- 
gers hurried ashore and congratulated 
themselves on their escape from what 
might have been a fearful mid-sea 
disaster. 

The Baltic last Thursday night jam- 
med into the oil tank steamer Standard, 
from Philadelphia to Copenhagen. The 
shock of the impact aroused the sleep- 
who hurried to the 
decks in grave apprehension. As the 
| Baltic lay rolling in a swelling sea and 
into the jagged 
wound in her bow, Captain Raison and 
his wife went among, the passengers

A patch was placed over the hole in 
the Baltic’s bow, and, after a delay of 
more than’ two hours, she steamed 
away for New York..A 
reported missing after the accident, 
and it was thought that he was knock- 
ed overboard by the impact.
